BONDS VERSUS BILLS 

Editor Bulletin: Apparently 
there are those who are in favor 
of starting the printing press and 
turning out currency by the 
basketful. They are of the opin- 
ion that would be a much better 
way to retire the maturing bonds 
of the Dominion of Canada, than 
to issue bonds for future loans. 
They ask: “What is the difference 
between an interest bearing bond 
and national currency, as far as 
the obligation of the government 
is concerned?”

To give one an idea of the 
amount of currency hoarded by 
the general public of the United 
States, previous to the bank holi- 
day, we just have to look at the 
figures for the amount of money 
returned to the Central Reserve 
Bank, as the recent issue of the 
Federal Reserve Bulletin shows 
between March 4, and April 5 for 
which period the total was $1,- 
225,000,000. 

So while there was a 
for President Roosevelt to “print 
new currency” to break a situa- 
tion in which the banks were 
helpless in the United States, no 
such state of affairs prevail in 
Canada or ever did exist.

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Turning Back the Clock 


In the good old days. no redistribution was 
considered worth while unless it involved a thor- 
ough gerrymander by the government at the ex- 
pense of the Opposition. In 1882, it will be recalled, 
Sir John A. Macdonald put over a job on the Lib- 
erals that has come down through history as the 
most comprehensive gerrymander of all time. The 
policy of 1882 was to cut constituency boundaries 
in such a way as to corral as many Grits as pos- 
sible in the smallest conceivable number of con- 
stituencies, leaving the Conservatives a clear field 
the other seats. Sir John made no bones about the 
intention, and he expressed great surprise that the 
Grits should object to being “hived.” 

With the passing years, however, it became ob- 
vious that successive gerrymanders were not in the 
public interest and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, along about 
1904, inaugurated the policy of being fair and rea- 
sonable and of insisting upon unanimous consent. 
Sir Robert Borden adhered to this policy. Again 
in 1924 the Liberals obtained the unanimous con- 
sent of parliament to the redistribution legislation. 
For thirty years, therefore, the business of redis- 
tribution has been carried out fairly and reason- 
ably. It has been deemed a problem of dividing 
the population justly into a given number of con- 
stituencies, rather than carving out seats in a man- 
ner to confer the greatest possible advantage upon 
the political party in office. The Conservative 
party now in power at Ottawa has abandoned this 
traditional policy in at least three of the provinces 
—hence the embittered controversy. 

The last census was taken in 1931 and the unit 
of representation is 44,000. On this basis Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan retain the same number of seats 
as before—17 in the case of Manitoba, 21 in the 
case of Saskatchewan. But the density of popula- 
tion has changed in the ten years since the last 
redistribution, and constituency boundaries must 
be altered to bring the seats as nearly as possible 
to the new unit. 

In Manitoba this has been done to the satis- 
faction of ail parties, The Manitoba Conservative 
members approached the problem in an eminently 
fair and reasonable way. They did not seek undue 
political advantage for themselves, nor did they 
seek to do unnecessary injury to their opponents. 
The result was that Manitoba was about the first 
province to turn in a map bearing the signatures of 
Conservatives, Liberals, Liberal-Progressive and 
Labor members 

But in Saskatchewan an entirely different situa- 
tion arose.” Frank Turnbull, Conservative member 
for Regina, drew a map which appears on its face 
to have been designed to create seven or eigth safe 
Conservative seats in a province which always has 
been predominantly anti-Conservative.
